MILL MAY RESUME WORK TODAY; 


DIFFERENCES' ABOUT SETTLED 


Practically positive assurance that the differences between 


the ConsolidatfecTPower & Paper Co., and the unemployed men who 
organized the Union here last week, have been settled is seen in 
the following statement^ the men, issued" by President George W. 
Mead, thru John B. Lennon this noon. Mr. Lennon stated that the 
Executive Council of the men would meet at two o'clock this after- 
noon and take up the matter. George J. Schneider, organizer of 
the union, stated this noon that the statement covered the en- 
tire islsue between the men and the company and that the Exe- 
cutive Committee would probably accept it this afternoon at their 
meeting, The mills will probably be opened at four o'clock this 
afternoon with the men back in their places. Mr. Meads state- 
ment, given to the newspaper%.and labor representatives', follows: 


Following tlni organisation of a 


union to bo affiliated with tho Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor by tho em- 
ployees of tho Consolidated Water 
Power & Ifcpor Company

DIFFERENCES' ABOUT SETTLED 


Practically positive assurance that the differences between 


the Consolidatfe(TPower & Paper Co., and the unemployed men who 
organized the Union here last week, have been settled is seen in 
the following statementto the men, issued" by President George W. 
Mead, thru John B. Lennon this noon. Mr. Lennon stated that the 
Executive Council of the men would meet at two o'clock this after- 
noon and take up the matter. George J. Schneider, organizer of 
the union, stated this noon that the statement covered the en- 
tire issue between the men and the company and that the Exe- 
cutive Committee would probably accept it this afternoon at their 
meeting. 
The mills will probably be opened at four o'clock this 


afternoon with the men back in their places. Mr. Meads state- 
ment, given to the newspapers^and labor representatives, follows: 


Following the organization of a 


union to be affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor by the em- 
ployees of the Consolidated Water 
Power & Aper Company 
of 
this 


city, along with some 
representa- 


tives from Biron, Port Edwards and 
Nekoosa, President 
Mead

the 


Paper Company called the men to- 
gether and told them the company 
would not recognize such an organi- 
zation. 
He urged them to disband 


and form a local organization not 
associated with outside influences. 
Refusal to organize in this way and 
determination to carry out their ori- 
ginal intentions lead the officials of 
the company to close the mills last 
Friday afternoon.

QUERY SENTJL^ EMBASSY 


American Company Is Said to Have 


Been Robbed of Million-Acre Tract 


In Question—$1,000,000 Spent 


in Irrigation. 


Washington, April 2.—The American 


embassy at Mexico City wus Instructed 
to make Inquiries concerning the re- 
port that the Mexican government lias 
granted 
nKrlcultural 
concessions to 


Japanese in Lower California, nnd to 
report the facts as quickly as possible. 


No ofliclnl information has reached 


the department about the concessions 
nnd surprise was occasioned by tho 
dispatch from Mexico City quoting 
General Aruado Auglrre, undersecre- 
tary of development and agriculture, 
saying they hud been granted. 


Tho American government is inter- 


ested both because of the apparent 
success of the Japanese in obtaining 
a long-sought foothold In Lower Cali- 
fornia, nnc! because tho tract of land 
Involved was developed and Is claimed 
by nn American company whose rights 
were declared forfeited by the Mexi- 
can government In 1017. 


The land, upward of a million acres 


below 
the 
California 
border, 
was 


granted by the then President Diaz to 
the California nnd Mexican Land com- 
pany of Los Angeles, of which firm 
Harrison Grey Otis of Los Angeles 
was the leading figure. 


It wus desert land, with nothing 


growing on It but sage brush, cactus 
and chaparrel. The soil, however, was 
ricli In places 80 feet deep formed by 
deposits for generations by the Col- 
orado river.

temporary scaffolding at the Merchant 
Shipbuilding company's yard here dur- 
ing the launching of the freighter 
Waukati. 


Nearly 150 persons were standing 


on the scaffold at the time of the 
tragedy, and most of them were thrown 
into the Delaware river. 


It Is estimated 145 of these were res- 


cued. 


According to the thousands who had 


assembled to see the launching and 
were eyewitnesses of the catastrophe, 
the scaffolding simply seemed to turn 
'over like a giant turtle, precipitating 
Its occupants into 25 feet of water.

The American government Is Inter- 


ested both bucuimo of the apparent 
success of thu Japanese In oblatnlng 
a long-sought foothold In Lower Cali- 
fornia, and because the tract of laud 
involved was developed nnd IH claimed 
by an American company whoso rights 
wore declared forfeited by the MexU 
can government In 11)17. 


The land, upward of a million acres 


below 
tho 
California border, 
was 


granted by the then President Diaz to 
tho California and Mexican Land com- 
pany of LOH Angeles, of which llrm 
Harrison Grey Oils' of Low Angeles, 
was tho leading figure. 


It wus desert land, with nothing 


growing on It but sage brush, cactus 
and chaparrol, Tho soil, however, was 
rich In places 80 feet deep formed by 
deposits for generations by the Col- 
orado river. 
It produced nothing for 


Mexico and tho expense ot putting wa- 
ter on tho laud VVIIH so great that no 
one In Mexico would undertake It. 


The American company spent more 


than $1,000,000 in Irrigation work be- 
fore tho tract was productive. One of 
the requirements of thu concession 
Avaw that Hie hind should be IrrlgMed. 
Another that It .should be soil led wllh 
farmers and ranchers. 
Roth 
these 


requirements are mild to have been 
met by the American company. 


When Din/, was deposed and the rev-

IN THE NEW HOUSE. 


MAJORITY TO START THINGS 


Will Formulate Program, but Fact 


That Administration It Democratic 
May Check It—Esch Is to Handle 
Railroad Legislation. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—When congress recon- 


venes the committees of both house 
and senate will have Republican ma- 
jorities in control therein. Perhaps 
_the chief interest in one way centers 
In two or three great committees In the 
'house, because these particular com- 
•mittees will formulate the legislation 
;which, If enacted into law, will be most 
:far reaching. 


It must be remembered, of course, 


that the administration is Democratic 
while congress today Is Republican. 
Therefore it seems hardly likely that 
any great doctrinal legislative meas- 
ures .of the Republican party will be 
made Into law, because presumably a 
Democratic president would not ap- 
prove them. 


Joseph W. Fordney, Republican, of 


Saglnaw, Mich., will be the chairman of 
the ways and means committee in the 
coming congress. It is this committee 
.Which will formulate tariff legislation. 
;Mr. Fordney is known ns a believer 
,ln n high protective tariff. 
There are 


'some other Republicans oh the com- 
tnittee who believe in a more moderate 
tariff, but taking the majority of the 
committee nil In all, It represents much 
higher tariff views than those of the 
Democratic majority of the same coiri- 
ariittee In the last house. 


What will tho Republican party do 


with tariff. legislation with a Demo- 
cratic president in the White House? 
The answer Is that It will do what it 
•an In a program way at the next 
session or two, and then may have to 
let the program go over until a Re- 
publican president is elected In order 
to sco it put Into effect. 


Higher Tariff May Be Prevented. 
It Is within the range of possibili- 


ties, or as some would prefer to put 
It. of probabilities, that n Democratic 
Dresklent will be elected nnd with him 
i Democratic congress. 
In such n case 


:he Republican program, although even 
put into legislative form during the, 
icxt session or two, never could be 
jiven the effect of law. 
It is certain, 


lowevcr, that the Republicans in the 
lext two years In congress will formu-

The contention of these men is that 


the colonel's well-known Interest in na- 
ture throughontOils life, both ns one of 
the keenest and most observant of 
American field "ftaturallsts, and as a 
hunter of big game, justifies in full 
measure a memorial of the kind pro- 
posed. 
. 
' 
The project calls for the establish- 


menj; at Washington of an Institution 
to be known as the "Roosevelt foun- 
dation for the conservation of wild 
life." It is proposed that the founda- 
tion be governed by n board of trus- 
tees under whom there shall be a di- 
roctor to control its ncUvities. 
In a 


general way the activities will Include: 


Investigations necessary to supply 


accurate information concerning wild 
life; to. secure data concerning valu- 
able species threatened with extermi- 
nation and to make the foundation a 
central bureau from which conserva- 
tionists can obtain the necessary facts 
to work effectively. 


Educational work would be under- 


taken to keep the public informed of 
the importance and value of the birds 
and mammals. This part of the work, 
of course; would be undertaken largely 
through- publication and by encourag- 
ing the activities of organizations and 
individuals.

Madison.—Provision for greatly In- 


creased powers for counties, cities and 
•villages Is proposed In n bill which 
was presented last week by Senator 
Klclst of Calumet county.

or olh'<r facilities for tlio purchase, 
sale, storage, distribution of food prod- 
ucts to or for its cltl'/ens, pursuant to 
regulations adopted by tho governing 
body of such counly, city or village.

city or village may purchase, lenso or 
acquire lands, 
buildings, plants or 


equipment, to erect nnd construct 
buildings nnd to equip end maintain 
the same and by tux lovy or tho Issuo 
of bonds to provide tlio necessary 
moans for purchasing, soiling, storing 
or distributing such food products. 


Wisconsin now produces 40 per cent 


of all canned peas put up In tho wliolo 
country. This at least Is tlio estimate 
of Dairy and Food 'Commissioner Wt'l- 
fie. 
The canning Industry, tho com- 


missioner says, Is growing at n sur- 
prising rate, and some peculiarities of 
climate nnd soil glvo to Wisconsin 
grown and canned peas especially n 
superiority over nil others. 


Commissioner VVelglo believes that 


a special law Applying to canning fac- 
tories nnd their products should be 
passed In order that proper supervi- 
sion can be given the food products 
turned out by tlietn, Inasmuch as It Is 
Impructlenhlc to go to a cunning fac- 
tory In tho midst of Its rush season, 
and order changes on penalty of n 
shut-down.

Bentnlly throughout tbo world, 


It Is with the second plan that this 


article concerns Itself. Tho American- 
ization plan probably will strike all 
Americans, and especially those who 
knew Theodore Roosevelt's Interest In 
Die subject, us being fitting nnd proper. 
Exactly the same words may be usod 
concerning tlio second plan. 


Theodore Roosevelt through nil his 


tlfo was n conservationist. Ho believed 
Hint tho useful birds nnd qiammnls 
should bo preserved, bui also that 
sportsmen should be allowed to take 
their toll under such restrictions as 
would Insure perpetuation of spoclos. 


The,economic vntue of the birds, and 
mammals was strongly urged'by Co)o- 
•nel Roosevelt His Interest was Iteen 
nnd his writings and his actions give 
sufficient evidonce of his itnxlety lest 
the wild life should perlsli from the 
earth, ' 


For the Conservation Plan. 


Among the supporters of the conser- 


vation of wild life plan which has been 
submitted to Col. William B. Thompson, 
clmlrrnuniof the memorial national com- 
mittee, are George Shlras, 3rd, famous 
fauna) naturalist; B. W. Nelson, chief 
of the bureau of biological survey In. 
(he deportment of agriculture; Charles 
Sheldon, sportsman, naturalist nnd con- 
servationist, and John B. Burnham, 
president of tho American Game Pro- 
tective association. 


The contention of these men Is that 


the colonel's well-known Interest In na- 
ture throughoutihls life, both ns one of 
tho keenest and most observant of 
American field finturallsts, nnd as a 
hunter of big game, Dustlues In full 
measure n memorial of the kind pro- 
posed. 
' 


The project calls for the establish- 


ment at Washington of nn institution 
to be known ns tho "Roosevelt foun- 
dation for the conservation of wild 
life." It Is proposed that the founda- 
tion bo governed by a board of trus- 
tees under whom there shall be a di- 
rector to control Us activities. 
In 
11 


general way the activities will Include: 


Investigations necessary to supply 


accurate Information concerning wild 
life; to. secure data concerning valu- 
able speclos threatened with extermi- 
nation and to rmiko tho foundation a 
central bureau from which conserva- 
tionists can obtain the necessary facts 
to work clfectlvely. 


Educational work would be under- 


taken to keep tho public Informed of 
Iho Imporlanco and value of tho birds 
nnd mammals. This part of the work, 
of course, would be undertaken largely 
through publication and by encourag- 
ing the activities of organizations and 
Individuals.

FROM HARilY HAGERSTROM 


New Chauteau, Franco 


March 6, 1919 


Mr. A. B. Sutor. 
Dear Sir: — 


I have been receiving the Grand 


Rapids Tribune right along and have 
seen a number of letters written by 
boys from-home. 
Now let me write 


0 n 6.First of all its a fine country to he 
locked up in as it rains every day 
and night and mud to your knees. 
Can't even get lumber enough to put 
floors in. the barracks to try and pre- 
vents sickness and the hospital. But 
there is always choice lumber for the 
dance halls where an enlisted man 
isn't allowed, as for 
me 
I 
don t 


dance. 
Yesterday coming down from v er- 


dun on a train of eighty wagons we 
were 22 hours on duty. 
Was called 


for 3 A. M. and of course wanted a 
bite to eat before leaving, 
so 
we 


went to the usual mess hall "greasey 
spoon" and were given a 
mess 
kit 


full of rice, no milk, no sugar, 
no 


bread ayd coffee, it was all 
gone. 


Some breakfast I'll say. 
Well 
I 


done as I felt, didn't it and went 
away disgusted. 
But went down 


and loaded on a wagon (car in U. b. 
A ) and started for our camp. About 
1 P. M. we arrived at our usual eat- 
ing house near St. Mihiel and what 
did we get there but 
rice 
again. 


Arrived in camp about midnight and 
the same story. 
Not over a month ago the dear 


American Red Cross wanted to put 
up a canteen in Verdun, so'picked 
out a small piece of ground where it 
would be handy for all and the next 
afternoon a detail of negroes 
came 


down to cut down a few 
trees 
to 


make room for a fair sized building 
After the ground had been leveled 
and eleven trees cut down along 
came a French Colonel and the ac- 
tions he went through had Charlie 
Chaplhi fooled, and ordered the men 
away. 
Called a French 
Military 


Police to 
guard 
the 
place 
long 


enough to get a company of men to 
build a 9 strand barb wire 
fence 


around the lot which they did and 
had Uncle Sam pay 55 francs 
fo-- 


each tree cut -down and near there 
we have a Y. M. C. A. run by four 
Y. M. C. A. women who serve cho- 
colate free allday long -but its im- 
possible to get near the window for 
the French soldiers are there all the 
time! 
In an old shot down village over 


here we have soldiers billeted in it. 
They sweep the streets and clean up 
the cigarette buts and the French 
soldiers come along and watch theai 
and usually laugh at you and shake 
their I O. U. 
discharge 
in 
their 


hand. 
Coming down a bit farther 


we stopped and talked to a 
soldier 


who was doing his "Poll Tax" and 
I was told he had a mile of road to 
look after. 
Building up France is 


all I can see. When 
they 
want 


it built up they have war. 
Saw a notice in a 
paper 
from 


Idaho, saying if the boys in France 
wanted to they could get their ^re- 
lease and discharge at once. Won- 
der what part of France that applys 
to, U sure'don't here. 


The boys in our outfit 
who a.'i 


doing the job as a fireman on these 
engines sure fight an engine every 
minute of the trip, usually have to 
clean the fire ^hree time in a trip, 
owing to the poor coal and its done 
for a dollar and a dime a day and 
usually long days at that. 
We have 


German prisoners in this camp and 
they have good quarters and good 
food and get out to work about-seven 
thirty. 
From ten 
lifteen 
to ten 


thirty is a rest period, and are called 
at eleven thirty to go 
to 
dinner. 


In the afternoon they work at the 
same hours and are called in at 4 
P. M. 
Soiuo easy hours, I shoulc'. 


say and from all reports they are not 
in any hurry to go home. 
No Sun- 


day work at that. 
A few days ago 


three of the boys in this camp came 
five minutes late to work 
at 
the 


round house and they 
had two- 


thirds of their pay taken for two 
months and three hours of extra 
duty put onto them. 
Extra duty 


after supper at the round 
UOUSL.. 


In our regiment we have old men in 
age volunteered to come over to run 
the engines in 
my company. 
We 


have two "grandpas" and from let- 
ters from their folks, they are need- 
ed home on accpunt of sickness. 
No effort has been made to get them 
home. 
At times you feel like going down 


town and get a good feed- of 
eggs 


and French fired potatoes. 
Well 


Us soon as a Yank steps in the door 
prices go up double. 
Eggs sell for 


ten francs a. dozen, almost two dol- 
lars and you can eat from four to 
six eggs for they are 
very 
small. 


Guess when the war broke out the 
chickens were stunted and stopped 
growing for they look like "Banty" 
eggs to me. 
You can 
easily 
eat 


those meals for the stomach 
sure 


will allow it but it will finish a man's 
pocket book. 
So its no more feeds 


until pay day. 
I sure would like to 


trade Stovey Norton's estate for all 
France and other places I have been 
in. 
By other places I mean Alsace, 


Lorraine and Germany. 
I have been 


in a small part 
of 
Germany 
but 


covered 
considerable 
ground 
in 


France. 
When you go on a leave to 


"Nice' France, they want you to look 
neat so you go through a DeLauserer 
I'or fear you may take a few cooties 
along with your clothes and come out 
five sizes to small. 
Reminds me of 


Jeff beating Mutt out of his clothes. 


There are places in France where 


a buzzard wouldn't stay for fear he 
would starve to death. 
But you al- 


ways find "Yanks" 
there. 
Some 


boys or any person may write good 
of this place but I'll never have the 
heart to say any good of it. 
Your 


drinking water must be treated be- 
fore drinking it for these live • in 
"Toadland" live on wine. 
Drink 


the water raw and some times you 
see a hospital and mayte later nave 
some one put you in the ground with 
a spade, only yo wont know it. 
And there'are other things too, 


serious to tell about. 
America- al- 


ways wanted the truth, wait until 
some of the boys get home. 
I got 


a piece of poetry to send you later 
and it is a good one for the place 
we are in, sure hits it. 
Some of you 
may think I am a natural born kic- 
ker. 
But not me, its all facts and 


can be proven at any time. 
Heres 


hoping I get across the ocean soon 
and I'll sure clean my feet so as to 
not bring any mud to America..

Hardest, Germany, 


Feb. 18, 1919 


My Dearest Parents: — 
, I will now describe my trip in this 
country. 
I suppose from the other 


letters I have written home you can 
gather an idea what the country is 
like as we were landed here every- 
thing seemed 
different. 
We 
were 


then taken to a camp not far from 
the lines. 
Here we stayed a month 


or so doing our work 
as 
always. 


Airplanes flying above our heads like 
birds , shells bursting like thunder 
bye and bye we got used to it all, 
so I didn't care much when I saw the 
results of the war every day thrown 
in my face. 
Nothing but old 
men 


and old women and 
children 
and 


cripples of all kinds. 
You couldn't 


buy a thing in town, and 
we 
often 


wondered what they lived on. 
They 


would always be dressed in black and 
after four years of war every family 
in France had lost some member. 
Well, we began to learn some French 
words and gain the acquaintance of 
some of the French people, in fact 
.everything was sliding along fine. 
Finally after this we crossed France 
and landed at the foot of the Alps 
mountains, there we trained for two 
months under the 
supervision 
of 


French instructors. 
After they got 


us all blood thirsty and hard boiled 
we went to what they called a quiet 
front. 
On these fronts both sides 


are dug in. by that I mean we had 
trenches. 
Not many 
were 
killed 


in a day here and it was a good place 
to break in green men. 
It is here 


where we saw dead men, (Huns,) for 
the first time, 
heard 
the 
bullets 


whizz, heard the big 
shells 
burst, 


smell gas and get more or less used 
to war. 


After two months in Alsace-Lor- 


raine we were all used to the game 
and we had raided the Hun, killed 
him, 
and he had killed some of us, 


then we moved. From there we start- 
ed to make history for ourselves. 
I 


am sending a clipping from a French 
newspaper in this letter about 
the 


32nd 
division. 
They 
attacked 


again and again but in 
vain 
were 


their most hated enemies and they 
thought we were only a handful of 
men and they would kill us off before 
we did any damage. 
We proved to 


be the most fearless soldiers in the 
world. 
It was at this first big battle 


where our division with the marines 
stopped the German drive on Paris. 
Then the word spread over the Gor- 
man army of ten 
million 
of 
men 


that the 
Americans 
were 
fiends, 


blood thirsty devils 
and 
all 
such 


talk as that, we had them scared. 
They turned their machine guns on 
us and kept upTI contiguous ruin ol 
bullets until they were captured and 
then they cried for mer.:y. 
Uu you 


think we gave it 10 them.' 
No, w u 


said, "take that Kaiser you," u.id a 
bayonet would iiud its way tin.-ugh 
his body. 


We were relieve ' by ano.lier Divi- 


sion and came back out of the lines 
with about fifty or sixty men in a 
company, all the rest were killed or 
wounded. 
Our ranks 
were 
filled 


up again with men from other com- 
panies and we were sent back again 
after a ten days rest, this time we 
v.-ent in for good. 
I said my prayers 


and made up my mind to die fight- 
ing this time, determined to sell my 
life as dear as possible. 
I got reck- 


less and took a lot of chances, went 
through Keil and saw some of 
my 


best pals killed. 
On the fourth day 


of that fight I was half blind, chok- 
ed and weak, and knew I couldn't 
lost only a couple of days, 
but 
it 


didn't last any longer and we were 
out. 
so we needed a good rest. 
Af- 


ter this we were in once or twice but 
none were as bad as the drive 
on 


Paris. 
1 am also sending you a map 


showing what fronts and 
lines 
we 


passed, the 
arrow 
points 
show 


where, we also wear them on 
our 


shoulder as they represent that wo 
broke through every line what the 
Germans put us up against and made 
them go back. 
It came pretty hard 


sometimes but we done it. 
I had 


some pretty close calls but its all 
over now we sit and 
crack 
jokes 


about it. 
I am getting rather sleepy 


so will have to close. 
We are now 


waiting for the day that will come 
so we can be sailing home. 
Hope to 


see you all in as good health as when 
I left. 
Your son, 
Frank J. Brostowitu, 
Co. B. 120 M. G. B. M. 


P. S. 
I was two miles away from 


Quentin Roosevelt's grave 
but 
I 


couldn't get there to see it and Sun- 
day General Pershing will be here 
so will pass in a Review front and 
we are busy cleaning our equipment 
so that we will 
look 
like a 
slick 


bunch of soldiers. 
Well its a won- 


der I am alive and am 
in 
perfect 


health so its all I care for now is to 
get home once more. 
The clipping mentioned 
in this 


article is as follows: 
"The Thirty-second division plant- 


ed the first American flag on German 
soil, and on May 10, Wisconsin and 
Michigan men, came under shell fire 
and from that date to Nov. 11, the 
divisiion outranged 
Boche 
guns. 


Only ten days after its turn in the 
trenches the" Thirty-second 
chased 


the Boche from the Ourcq 
to 
the 


Vesle. 
Then it went to a 
sector 


north 
of 
Soissons 
and 
stormed 


Juvigny Plateau, fighting side by side 
with the heroic "poilus" of Gen. 
Ma.ng-.in-. 
After that victory 
with 


the French it had a rest for ten days 
before going into the 
final 
drive. 


The American army's scrap north of 
Verdun was but three days' old when 
the Thirty-second went in, and for 
the first three weeks the Wisconsin 
and Michigan boys battled the Boche 
for 
Kreimuilde 
Stellung. 
During 


the war the division has fought on 
five fronts—Alsace, the Vesle, Sois- 
sons, Argonne and the 
Meuse—and

very large numbers, during the 
coming spring and early sum- 


mer over large regions of the 
United States where this brood 
has not appeared before

brood appeared 13 years ago. This is the insect - 
commonly referred to as the "17-year locust, 
a 


name that is incorrect In at least two particulars. 
It is not n locust at all, that name being properly 
applied only to members of the grasshopper family, 
iiud while It has u 17-year period, it also has a !*• 
year period. It 1ms been so long miscalled by the 
name of locust, however, that there Is no hope of 
divesting It of that incorrect appellation,, and in 
the regions where there Is the longer period^ of 
recurrence it will continue to be known as the ' 17- 
year locust," and iu the areas of the shorter recur- 
rence period as the "13-year locust." 
The scien- 


tifically accepted name of periodical cicada, there- 
fore, is the only one that exactly tits. 


The statement that this is the most interesting 


insect In the world will hardly be questioned any- 
where, and It is the most interesting because it Is 
the most anomalous, or possibly, because It has 
always appeared to be so mysterious. The fact 
that it appears In countless numbers one year, then . 
is not -seen again for half tlie average lifetime of 
huimui beings and then suddenly appears agaln-ln 
countless numbers, bus kept the popular mind mys- 
tified and has woven many superstitions about the 
cicada. 
\Vlieu it Is known that the insects spend 


the :i:< or 17 years In slow development beneath the 
ground and "emerge nt almost exactly the same 
spot where they entered the ground 13 or 17 years 
Dutori.—then the mystery1 disappears, but the In- 
tei-L-sr. If anything, is intensified.' One of'the queer- 
i'sl. things in nature is that in spito of such ex- 
tremely slow growth in their subterranean habitat, 
nil the* millions of individuals attain maturity and 
burst from tho ground at 
almost the .same inomcat.

In some sort, a year of 
fetir and dread. It appears 
to have been so with the

IDALGO, TEX.—One of the most remarkable cases of "kidnaping" ever 


known in the lower border rogion-of Texas has come to the attention of 


Uie United States and Mexican •authorities. Jose Cantu, a peaceful land owner 
and valley farmer, who has lived all 
his life In Texas, was bodily trans- 
ferred to Mexico by a recent rise in 
the Bio Grande. Along with him went
